DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been examined. The claims 1-8 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited art 
teaches or suggests a driving system for driving each light member in a fully activated state of 
high light intensity for a limited period of time to selectively illuminate one or more lines of 
picture elements at a time, synchronous with the addressing system, when each pixel has reached 
it fully or near full modulated state, characterised in that the light members in the time period 
between two consecutive fully activated states, are operated to a reduced state of low light 
intensity as claims 1 and 5.
